To  the  Chairman  and 

Members  of  the  Golborne  Urban  District  Council 0 
Mr0  Chairman  and  Gentlemen , 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  in 
the  following  page®  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951  - the 
first  year  of  the  second  half  century  - the  first  fifty  years 
of  which  century  have  shewn  so  many  advances  in  all  branches 
of  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  including  the  Art  and  Science  of 
Medicine,  both  curative  and  preventative 0 Evidence  of  the 
great  progress  made  in  the  field  of  preventative  and  social 
medicine  - in  JPublic  Health  - can  readily  be  assessed  by  even 
a cursory  comparison  between  the  health  statistics  of  the 
early  years  of  this  twentieth  century  and  those  of  the  present 
dayQ 


Although  one  cannot  justly  claim  that  these  almost 
miraculous  improvements  in  the  infant  death  rate,  maternal 
mortality  rate,  general  death  rate,  expectation  of  life, 
morbidity  figures  relating  to  zymotic  diseases,  and  so  on, 
have  been  solely  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  workers  in 
preventative  medicine  - the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  the  Veterinary  Officer,  the  Bacteriologist 
the  Chemist  and  the  Laboratory  Technician  - one  can  affirm 
without  any  fear  of  contradiction  that  the  resultant  progress 
in  environmental  and  personal  hygiene  has  been  the  greatest 
and  the  most  essential  factor  in  securing  our  present-day 
standards  of  health  and  happiness j and  it  seems  appropriate 
and  proper  at  this  turn  of  the  half-century  to  place  on 
record  the  debt  which  we,  as  a community,  owe  to  the  skill, 
perseverance,  energy,  determination  and  courage  of  those 
pioneer  workers  in  the  public  health  field  during  the  latter 
half  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  of  their  successors  in 
the  early  days  of  the  twentieth,,  Curative  medicine,  to  which 
so  much  emphasis  has  been  given  in  the  public  mind  as  the 
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result  of  recent  legislation,  should  "be  regarded  as  the 
complement  of  preventative  medicine,  for  without  the  benefits 
which  have  resulted  from  the  latter  present  da y civilisation 
as  we  know  it  could  not  exist,. 

In  so  far  as  the  Vital  Statistics  relating  to  live  births 
and  deaths  are  concerned,  there  has  been  a slight  decrease  in 
the  former  rate  and  a similar  increase  in  the  latter,  the 
"crude"  birth  rate  being  15°  5 per  1000,  as  compared  with  1609 
per  1000  in  1950 s and  the  "crude"  death  rate  12 0 3 per  1000, 
against  i0„2  per  1000  in  that  year„  Whilst  these  changes  are 
relatively  insignificant  statistically  when  compared  solely 
with  last  year“s  figures,  as  far  as  the  birth  rate  is  concerned 
there  has  been  a distinct  downward  trend  since  1947 , when  a 
peak  post  war  rate  of  23° 2 per  1000  was  attained^  and  the  1951 
rate  shews  a steady  continuance  of  this  trend,  the  slight 
increase  in  the  death  rate,  (which  incidentally  is  the  highest 
since  1947 > and  above  the  mean  for  the  previous  quinquennium) 
is  not  so  significant  as  a trend  and  need  occasion  no  alarm,, 

When  comparing  these  figures  with  those  of  other  districts 
and  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  it  is  necessary  to  amend 
them  by  utilising  a "comparability  factor"  in  each  case„  When 
’.his  has  been  done  we  find  that  the  adjusted  live  birth  rate 
becomes  14° 5 per  1000  (England  and  Wales  15° 5 per  1000 ) whilst 
the  adjusted  death  yat©  is  also  14° 5 per  1000  (England  and 
Wales  12 o 5 per  lG00)o  The  natural  increase,  or  excess  of  live 
births  over  deaths,  was  $69  as  compared  with  113  in  1950° 

Still  births  were  9 in  number,  giving  a Still  Birth  rate 
of  33  per  1000  total  births,  or  0o§8  per  1000  of  the  "home 
population",  as  compared  with  an  actual  figure  of  6 and  a rate 
of  21  per  1000  total  births  in  1950?  or  0°35  per  1000  of  the 
"home  population,."  This  rate  is  the  highest  since  1948  when 
the  figure  was  38  per  1000  births,  and  is  above  the  previous 
quinquennial  mean  of  32„ 

The  total  "infant"  deaths  (under  1 year  of  age)  totalled 
8,  of  which  5 were  neonatal  (within  the  first  28  days  of  life), 
so  "hat  the  infant  mortality  and  the  neonatal  mortality  rates 
were  30  per  1000  and  19  per  1000  respectively,  as  compared  with 
31  pe  .1000  and  21  per  1000  last  year©  The  infant  mortality 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  very  slightly  lower  at  29° 6 per 
1000,  the  "neonatal"  death  rate  for  the  country  is,  unfortunately, 
not  available,,  Of  the  8 infants  who  died,  all  5 of  the 
neonatal  deaths  were  associated  with  prematurity,  whilst  of  the 
3 remaining,  2 were  associated  with  severe  congenital 
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malformations  and  one  with  bronch©~pneum©ni&0 

Coming  next  to  the  general  deaths  and  causes  of  death, 
we  find  once  again  that  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels  (excluding  "strokes”1  and  diseases  of  the  blood  vessels 
of  the  central  nervous  system)  account  for  a total  of  76  out 
of  the  grand  total  of  209  § if  the  22  strokes  be  included, 
this  figure  becomes  98  and  forms  almost  one  half  of  the 
total  deaths  from  all  eauseso  Next  in  order  of  magnitude 
(and  somewhat  unusually)  comes  the  group  of  respiratory 
diseases,  (including  Influenza,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  hut 
excluding  Respiratory  Tuberculosis)  which  accounts  this  year 
for  no  fewer  than  40  deaths p of  these  Influenza  accounted  for 
13  (as  against  1 in  1950) ° It  is,  therefore,  clear  that  this 
group  of  illnesses  has  been  responsible  for  approximately  one 
fifth  of  the  total  deaths  in  1951°  Relegated  to  third  place 
comes  "Cancer”',  with  a total  of  26  deaths,  as  compared  with 
19  last  year | so  that  taking  *hese  three  groups  in  the 
aggregate  no  fewer  than  X64  or  78$  of  the  total  of  209  deaths 
are  accounted  for0 

Tubercu11 ‘■■sis  was  responsible  for  4 deaths,  as  compared 
with  7 in  1950,  0 of  these  were  due  to  respiratory  and  2 to 
non-re spiratory  manifestations  of  the  disease  $ Violence  also 
accounted  for  4?  of  which  2 were  due  to  road  accidents  and 
one  to  suicides  One  maternal  death  has,  unfortunately,  to  he 
recorded  also,  as  due  to  a complication  (Pulmonary  Embolism) 
following  the  operation  of  Caesarean  Section  in  hospitals 

In  regard  to  notifiable  infectious  illnesses,  (excluding 
Tuberculosis)  the  current  yearly  total  of  262,  whilst  the 
lowest  since  1947?  is  yet  slightly  above  the  mean  figure 
of  240  for  the  previous  five  yearso  Measles,  although  rather 
prevalent  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  was  yet  lesa  than 
in  1950  (185  as  against  241)  and  "/hooping  Cough  also  was  much 
less  prevalent  (29  cases,  compared  with  ISO  in  1950 )o 
Scarlet  Fever  notifications,  at  22,  were  not  materially 
different  from  the  24  received  last  year,  whilst  Pneumonia 
(as  would  be  expected  from  the  Influenza  epidemic)  was  notified 
in  22  cases,  as  compared  with  13  in  1950°  Tuberculosis 
notifications  amounted  to  17,  of  which  10  were  of  respiratory 
Tuberculosis  as  against  10,  of  which  6 were  respiratory  last 
year*  Whilst  this  1951  figure  appears  high  by  contrast  to 
1950,  it  is,  in  fact  slightly  below  the  mean  figure  for  the 
previous  quinquennium,  (18)  of  which  12  were  respiratory  cases0 
Cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  year-end  were  1X6, 
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of  which  60  were  respiratory;  over  the  past  5 years  there 
appears  to  have  been  an  upward  trend  as  regards  both  types,  a 
feature  which  suggests  that  new  cases  are  appearing  at  a greater 
rate  than  the  old  cases  are  deleted  from  the  records  as  the 
result  of  death,  removal  or  recovery.  In  view,  however,  of 
the  usually  chronic  character  of  this  condition,  this  is  not 
surprising* 

Only  1 case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  1 of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  were  recorded;  in  both  the  patients  made  rapid  and 
uneventful  recoveries.  In  the  case  of  Ophthalmia  no  defect 
of  vision  is  likely  to  result.  One  mild  case  of  Poliomyelitis 
(infantile  paralysis)  occurred  in  the  Glazebury  area,  but  this 
was  unassociated  (as  are  the  majority)  with  paralysis.  There 
were  no  cases  of  serious  zymotic  illnesses  such  as  Smallpox, 
Typhoid  or  Typhus  fevers,  and  once  again,  for  the  fourth  year 
in  succession,  no  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

The  principal  sanitary  needs  of  the  Urban  District  are 
more  houses,  completion  of  the  conversion  scheme  (to  water 
carriage)  in  the  Lowton  district  of  privies  and  privy  middens; 
better  washing  and  sanitation  provision  in  schools;  improvements 
against  the  continuing  pollution  Qf  streams  - a matter  in  which 
the  Mersey  Rivers  Board  and  neighbouring  Local  Authorities  are 
much  concerned , and  further  improvement  in  both  quantity  and 
chemical  quality  of  the  water  supplies  obtained  from  the 
Ince~m-Makerfie2d  U.D.C.:  supplies  in  certain  parts  of  the 
district  are  intermittently  inadequate,  particularly  at  week- 
ends, and  despite  repeated  consultations  with  the  water 
suppliers,  a good  deal  of  suspended  chalk  makes  its  appearance, 
which,  although  not  specifically  prejudicial  to  health,  yet 
causes  serious  "faring"  of  service  pipes,  hot  water  systems, 
including  the  back  boilers,  and  thus  results  in  serious 
inconveni  nc  and  additional  expense  to  householders  in  the 
matter  of  fuel  costs. 

Matters  of  public  health  concern,  although  of  vital  interest 
and  importance,  must  yet  depend  appreciably  on  the  time,  effort 
and  expense  of  labour  and  materials  which  can  be  devoted  to 
their  purpose,  and  it  is,  therefore,  relevant  to  record  that 
many  improvements,  particularly  to  dwellinghouses  and  street 
works  must  remain  in  abeyance  until  such  times  as  the 
international  horizon  clears  and  fairer  skies  appear.  Until 
then,  both  central  and  local  government  must  feel  the  pinch 
of  an  essential  economy,  and  in  relation  to  health  matters,  as 
in  others,  only  the  more  serious  and  urgent  requirements  can 
now  be  met. 
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In  conclusion,  may  I thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  all 
members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  for 
your  interest  and  support  of  your  Health  Department  Officers, 
and  also  for  the  kindly  unofficial  and  personal  relationship 
of  mutual  confidence  which  is  a continued  source  of  inspiration 
to  us.  Our  relationship  with  your  other  Chief  Officers  and 
with  their  respective  staffs  is  an  extremely  pleasant  one,  and 
I am  very  happy  to  say  that  mutual  help  and  advice  has  always 
been  given,  unstintmgly , to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  the 
people  of  the  Golborne  Urban  District.  To  the  staff  of  my  own 
Department,  Mr.  Blakeley,  (who  is  indeed  a tower  of  strength 
in  his  own  speciality)  to  Mr.  Longworth,  the  District  Inspector, 
and  to  Miss  Parr,  our  efficient  and  ever  willing  colleague  on 
the  clerical  side,  I would  like  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  most  loyal  support  which  they  have  given  to  me  personally, 
and  for  the  excellent  services  they  have  rendered  to  the  Council 
during  the  yearc

DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Golbern#  Urban  District  extends  from  Ash ton-in- 
Makerfield,  Haydock  and  Newton-le-Willows  on  to  the  west  to 
Irlam  Urban  District  and  Rixton-with-Glazebrook  in  the 
Warrington  Rural  area  oh  the  east,  a distance  of  about  7 
miles0  The  southern  boundaries  are  Newton  Urban  District, 
and  Craft,  in  the  Warrington  Rural  District,  whilst  the 
area  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Abram  Urban  District  and 
Leigh  Eorougho 

The  geological  features  of  the  Urban  District  vary  very 
greatly0  Starting  from  the  western  end  and  proceeding 
axstwajtd*  we  first  find  coal  fields  and  red  sandstone,  with 
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a covering  of  clay  surfaced  toy  a good  depth  of  loamy  soilo 
In  the  more  central  parts  of  the  area  there  is  a sandstone  toase 
with  a decreasing  amount  of  clay  and  in  the  eastern  portions  the 
sub-soil  becomes  more  sandy  and  the  surface  soil  much  more 
open,  eventually  toecoming  largely  moss  lando 

The  surface  waters  from  Lowton  and  Golhorne  Wards  mainly 
gravitate  to  Millingford  Brook,  which  passes  through  Newton 
lake  before  entering  Sankey  Brook,  whose  ultimate  outlet  is 
into  the  River  Mersey  at  Sankey  Bridges0 

Lowton  Sto  Mary°s,  Kenyon  and  Culcheth  are  principally 
drained  toy  streams  flowing  eastward  into  the  River  Glaze, 
which  falls  to  the  Manchester  Ship  Canalo  The  height  above 
Ordnance  datum  varies  from  100  to  150  feeto 

The  district  is  divided  into  six.  wards,  comprising  Sto 
Thomas0 s,  Heath  and  Park  wards  in  Golborne,  and  Lowton, 

Kenyon  and  Culcheth  wards,  each  with  three  representatives, 
making  a total  of  eighteen  Councillors,, 

The  principal  industries  in  the  district  are  Artificial 
Silk  Manufacture,  Coal  Mining,  Engineering,  Jam  and  Sugar 
Confectionery  and  Agriculture „ Employment  has  been  very  good 
in  these  industries  throughout  the  year„ 

The  district  also  contains  two  large  naval  establishments, 

and  one  civilian  hostel,,

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE 


With  a total  of  262  notifications  in  1951 » as  compared 
with  433  i»  the  previous  year,  the  incidence  of  these  diseases 
has  shewn  a welcome  improvement,  which  has  been  specifically- 
shewn  in  the  decrease  of  Whooping  Cough  cases  from  150  to  29° 
Measles  also  has  diminished  from  241  to  I85,  hut  on  the  other 
hand  the  notifications  of  Pneumonia  have  increased  from  13  to 
22,  an  increase  which  was  to  he  suspected  as  the  result  of  the 
Influenza  Epidemic  in  the  early  days  of  January.  Scarlet 
Fever  cases  remained  at  much  the  same  level,  with  22  cases  as 
compared  with  24,  whilst  Puerperal  Pyrexia  also  occurred  in 
one  instance  as  in  1950®  On  the  other  hand,  there  were  no 
notifications  of  Erysipelas,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  or  of  Food 
Poisoning?  and  for  the  fourth  year  in  succession  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  the  District.

Disinfection 


In  most  cases  of  infectious  disease,  rooms,  bedding  and 
other  articles  are  disinfected  by  Formic  Aldehyde  fumigation 
following  the  removal  of  the  case  to  hospital,  or  when  the 
patient  is  certified  free  from  infection,, 
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Arrangements  are  in  operation  with  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for 
the  use  of  their  steam  disinfector  when  required  for  the  disin- 
fection of  bedding  and  clothing,, 

Tuberculosis 

Arrangements  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis 
are  vested  in  the  County  Council,  Specialist  Chest  Physicians 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  the  general  practitioners,, 

The  County  Council,  on  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  are 
responsible  for  both  prevention  and  after  care  of  this  condition, 
but  local  sanitary  authorities  are  still  empowered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  take  all  necessary 
action  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  and  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  still  retains  specific  duties  and  responsibilities 
under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930o 

The  Chest  Clinic  is  situated  at  13,  Church  Street,  Leigh, 
and  is  open  on  Mondays  and  Fridays  for  diagnosis  and  treatment 
as  follows:- 

Old  Patients:  Mondays,  9 a.m.  to  12  noon. 

New  Cases:  Fridays,  9 a.m„  to  12  noon,  Dr„  E„HoWo 

Deane,  Consultant  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  Nurse  Ao  Herbert, 
are  in  attendance  at  these  sessions. 

The  number  of  Tuberculosis  notifications  again  rose  in 
1951  to  17  (of  which  10  were  of  respiratory  infection)  as 
against  10  (of  which  6 were  respiratory)  in  1950,  a trend  not 
altogether  unexpected  in  view  of  the  relatively  low  figure  in 
the  previous  ye arc 

From  the  subjoined  table  it  will  be  seen  that  although 
there  has  been  considerable  fluctuation  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  of  this  disease  notified  annually,  the  number  of  cases 
remaining  0x1  the  Register  at  the  end  of  each  year  has  steadily 
increased  - a fact  which  is  not  surprising  when  one  considers 
the  usually  chronic  nature  of  this  complaint,  and  that  removal 
from  the  Register  only  occurs  when  the  Chest  Physician  certifies 
that  the  disease  has  been  quiescent  for  five  years,  or  when 
death  occurs.  Despite  the  apparently  static  figures  of  new 
cases  notified  annually  in  the  last  five  years  we  may  perhaps 
draw  some  hope  from  the  inference  that  earlier  and  better 
diagnosis,  (as  the  result  of  the  advent  of  the  system  of  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography)  is  now  ensuring  a much  more  complete 
ascertainment  of  cases  than  several  years  ago,  and  that, 
therefore,  the  true,  full  incidence  was  not  revealed  in  the 
years  when  diagnosis  must  have  been  much  less  comprehensive, 
taking  the  population  as  a whole.

This  work  has  continued  throughout  the  year,  being  under- 
taken  both  by  General  practitioners  in  their  surgeries,  in  the 
homes  of  patients,  and  also  by  the  Assistant  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  at  child  welfare  centres  and  special  sessions*.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived  from  the 
following  sources t- 

Golborne  - Water  supplied  in  hulk  from  deep  wells  situated  in 
Golhorne,  hut  controlled  hy  Ince-in-Makerf ield  UoD„C„  and 
distributed  by  Golborne  U0D.C0 

Lowion  - Water  supplied  in  bulk  by  Liverpool  Corporation 

through  Abram,  and  also  by  Newton-le-Willows  UoD„Co  Both 
supplies  distributed  by  Golborne  U0D0C0 

Kenyon  and  Culcheth  - Water  supplied  and  distributed  by 
Warrington  Corporation 

With  the  exception  of  a few  wells  at  outlying  farms  where 
no  public  supply  is  available,  all  the  houses  in  the  district 
are  directly  connected  to  the  public  water  mains0 

The  water  supply  is  constant  and  has  satisfied  the  purity 
standards  of  the  Ministry  of  Healtho  With  the  exception  of 
complaints  regarding  inadequate  pressure  in  the  Lowton  area, 
the  quantity  of  water  supplied  was  satisfactory,. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  Reports  to  the 
unsatisfactory  chemical  and  physical  composition  of  water 
supplied  to  Golborne  township  by  the  Ince  U0D0  Authority,  and 
to  a Conference  held  in  1950  under  the  chairmanship  of  a 
Ministry  of  Health  Inspector,, 

Following  these  deliberations,  and  recommendations 
resulting  therefrom,  changes  were  made  in  the  system  of 
maintenance  at  the  Works  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a 
"Carbonisation  plant"  was  installed  with  the  object  of 
impregnating  the  purified  supply  with  carbon  dioxide  in  an 
endeavour  to  hold  the  high  content  of  calcium  and  magnesium 
carbonates  in  solution  (as  the  bicarbonates).  Whilst  this 
process  has  appeared  to  have  secured  some  improvement, 
considerable  quantities  of  "lime"  deposit  occur  from  time  to 
time,  and  the  position  cannot  yet  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 
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No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of 

contamination  or  plumbo  solvent  actionQ 

Twelve  samples  of  water  from  the  various  public  supplies 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  found  to  be 

satisfactory,,

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

With  a few  exceptions,  where  premises  are  considerable 
distances  from  the  sewer,  the  work  of  connecting  house  drains 
to  the  new  sewers  in  Lowton,  Kenyon  and  Culcheth  was  completed 
during  the  year0  The  scheme  for  the  abolition  of  insanitary 
privy  and  pail  closets  has  proceeded  slowly  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  adopt  compulsory  measures  at  an  early  date  to 
complete  this  worko 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  pollution  of  the  Millingford  Brook  with  sewage  from 
the  Ashton-in-Makerf leld  district  still  continues  to  a 
considerable  extent,  and  necessitates  frequent  clearing  of  the 
sludge  to  avoid  nuisances  arising  therefrom 

One  interesting  and  somewhat  disturbing  feature  was  the 
isolation  from  the  brook  of  pathogenic  organisms  or  the 
disease-producing  germs  of  paratyphoid  fever  and  of  food 
poisoning.  During  the  late  spring  of  the  year  a number  of  cases 
of  Paratyphoid  "BH  fever  occurred  in  the  St,  Helens  County 
Borough  and  in  adjacent  County  Districts:  two  cases  were 
confirmed  in  Haydock  U0D.  In  view  of  this  outbreak  it  was  felt 
advisable  to  endeavour  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  of  the 
Brook  by  sampling  at  various  points,  working  upstream  towards 
the  boundary  with  Ashton-in-Makerf' ield.  As  the  result  of 
these  investigations,  disease  producing  organisms  of  this  type 
were  isolated  in  June  and  subsequent  sampling  continued  up  to 
the  end  of  the  year.  No  further  "positive"  specimens  were 
obtained,  however,  hut  since  that  date  further  Paratyphoid  "B" 
organisms  have  been  isolated,  and  it  is  now  (at  the  time  of 
writing)  clear  that  the  infection  is  taking  place  before  the 
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stream  crosses  the  Urban  District  boundary  from  Ashton  The 
MoOoHo  of  this  Authority  is  now  continuing  the  investigation

The  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  at  certain 
schools  has  been  improved  by  the  conversion  of  the  privy 
closets  to  individual  fresh  water  closets 0 During  the  year 
such  conversions  have  been  carried  out  at  Lowton  Council  School 
and  other  conversion  schemes  are  under  consideration 

In  some  schools  the  cloakroom  facilities  and  drying 
arrangements  are  still  unsatisfactory,  and  the  method  of 
supplying  drinking  water,  in  the  majority  of  schools,  is  still 
out  of  date. 

The  provision  of  more  modern  schools  is  very  desirable 
and  a school  development  plan  is  in  progress,  hut  this 
programme  has  suffered  as  a result  of  cuts  in  capital  expenditure0 
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Housing 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  detailed  report  of  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector,  the  survey  of  housing  defects  has  continued 
throughout  the  year,  details  of  defective  houses  being  recorded 
and  appropriate  action  taken  to  remedy  the  more  serious 
deficiencies,  principally  under  Public  Health  Act  procedure. 

Shortage  of  labour  and  certain  materials  have  been  the 
cause  of  delay  in  securing  necessary  repairs  to  insanitary 
property  and  high  costs  have  also  adversely  affected  such 
improvements o 

Considerable  overcrowding  still  exists  and  much  hardship 
and  ill-health  results  therefrom0  The  most  frequent  cause  of 
overcrowding  is  married  members  of  families  remaining  in  the 
home,  or  returning  at  a later  date  to  live  with  parents,  owing 
to  the  general  shortage  of  houses.  Growth  of  family  has  been 
the  cause  of  overcrowding  in  some  casesQ 

During  the  year  57  new  houses  were  provided  by  the  Council 9 
and  a further  31  houses  and  1 bungalow  were  provided  by  other 
bodies  or  persons.  132  bungalows  were  also  provided  by  conversion 
of  camp  premises  in  Lowton  and  Culcheth. 

A Demolition  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  one  house  which 
the  owner  failed,  to  repair  after  the  property  had  been  seriously 
damaged  by  fire,  and  the  premises  were  subsequently  demolished. 

The  implementation  of  the  scheme  to  provide  a prototype 
hostel  on  the  Derby  Road  Housing  Estate,  referred  to  in  last 
year's  report,  has,  unfortunately , been  deferred  owing  to  economic 
difficulties.  It  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  be  pressed  forward 
as  soon  as  circumstances  permit. 

There  are  eight  Council  housing  estates  and  1,145  houses 
and  bungalows  are  owned  by  the  Council.  These  are  distributed  as

(a)  Meat  and  Other  Foods 

The  wartime  practice,  and  probable  future  policy,  of 
supplying  meat  from  a central  slaughter-house  still  continues, 
and  all  food  preparation  premises,  including  cafes,  restaurants 
and  snack  bars,  are  kept  under  observation  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors,,  These  premises  have  been  kept  in  a clean  condition 
during  the  year,  and  there  has  been  a gradual  improvement  in 
the  standard  of  hygiene  and  equipment  at  these  premises* 

( b ) Milk  Supply 

Consequent  on  legislative  changes  which  have  transferred 
responsibility  for  supervision  of  milk  production  premises  from 
the  local  authority  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries^ 
the  bulk  of  work  undertaken  has  been  inspection  of  dairies  and 
sampling  of  milk  supplies  for  bacteriological  exaraination0  In 
general  these  investigations  have  proved  very  satisfactory  but 
as  will  be  seen  later  in  the  report  a material  number  of 
samples  have  shown  the  presence  of  the  tubercle  bacillus*  In 
these  cases  the  assistance  of  the  veterinary  inspector  has  been 
sought,  and  in  every  instance  following  inspection  of  a herd 
the  affected  cows  have  been  detected  and  destroyed,, 

No  cases  of  infectious  illness  have  arisen  in  which  milk 
has  been  the  vehicle  of  infection  and  it  has  been  unnecessary 
to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  supply,.  One  notice  was,  however, 
served  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulation®, 

1949 i requiring  the  heat  treatment  of  the  milk  supply  during 
the  investigation  into  one  of  the  cases  of  tuberculous 
infection  in  milk„ 

Despite  the  transfer  of  responsibility  detailed  above,  no 
statutory  instrument  is  known  to  deprive  any  authorised  officer 
of  a local  authority  from  exercising  the  powers  and  duties 
conferred  on  him  by  Section  68  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
and  samples  have  sl£ill  been  obtained  from  producers  premises,,

This  wor-kg  which  comprises  essentially  such  matters  as 
the  antenatal  care  of  the  expectant  mother,  post-natal 
care,  health  visiting  in  the  home,  and  the  conduct  of  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council, 
and  its  organisation  and  administration  is  part  of  the  duty 
of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  and  its  officers.  Care  of 
the  school  child,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Act, 
1944,  is  not  usually  regarded  as  the  "Child  Welfare  Service/' 
which  deals  solely  with  infants  and  small  children  under  school 
age.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY 


INSPECTOR  - 1951 


To  the  Chairman  and 

Members  of  the  Golborne  Urban  District  Council s 
Mrc  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1951o 

Although  the  year  appears  to  have  been  uneventful,  the  work 
of  the  department  has  proceeded  satisfactorily,  and  day  to  day 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  improvement  of  living  conditions 
safety  of  food  supplies,  and  other  health  measures,.  The  work 
of  the  Health  Department  embraces  a wide  field  of  activity,  and 
the  work  done  and  improvements  effected  are  of  a much  greater 
extent  than  is  usually  realised,  and,  not  being  of  a spectacular 
nature,  often  goes  unnotieedo 

During  the  year  the  repair  of  defective  dwelling  houses 
has  again  been  one  of  the  major  considerations  of  the  Department 
Whilst  the  supply  of  building  labour  and  materials  has  again 
been  difficult,  some  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the 
execution  of  essential  repairs,  but  there  still  remains  much 
repair  and  improvement  work  to  be  carried  out  on  sub-standard 
houseso  The  ever  increasing  cost  of  building  work  is  having 
a very  detrimental  effect  in  this  mattero 

The  total  number  of  defects  remedied  ~ 1,207,  of  which 
85I  were  required  by  notices  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  is 
less  than  the  previous  year  and  is  largely  due  to  the  consider- 
ably  reduced  number  of  conversions  carried  out  during  the  year0 

During  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  time  has  been 
devoted  to  the  improvement  of  food  handling  processes  and 
premises,  and  whilst  no  large  scale  clean  food  campaign  was 
undertaken,  there  is  evidence  of  a gradual  improvement  in  the 
standard  of  food  handling  and  the  long  term  effect  of  this  work 
will  ultimately  be  of  benefit  to  the  public „ The  period  under 
review  has  been  the  first  complete  year  of  the  operation  of  the 
Model  Byelaws  relating  to  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery 
of  Food  which,  after  initial  difficulties  were  overcome,  have 
contributed  in  some  measure  to  the  improvement  in  food  hygiene0 
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With  the  exception  of  a few  premises  situated  at  a 
considerable  distance  from  the  sewer,  the  work  of  connecting 
house  drains  to  the  sewers  in  the  Lowton,  Kenyon  and  Culcheth 
districts  was  completed  during  the  yearc  It  is  regretted, 
however,  that  the  number  of  closet  conversions  carried  out  is 
considerably  less  than  the  three  previous  years  and  it  would 
appear  that  compulsory  powers  of  conversion  will  be  requxred  to 
completely  eliminate  the  objectionable  and  insanitary  privies 
and  pails  in  these  areas0  A survey  of  all  sanitary  accommodation 
in  the  district  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to  determine 
the  extent  of  this  problem. 

The  public  cleansing  service  has  been  carried  on  satis- 
factorily and,  with  the  exception  of  holiday  periods,  a weekly 
collection  of  dustbin  refuse  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  district  during  the  year.  In  the  field  of  salvage  recovery 
considerably  increased  collections  of  waste  paper  were  obtained 
following  the  introduction  of  a bonus  scheme  for  workmen  at 
the  commencement  of  the  year  and  coupled  with  the  greatly 
increased  price  of  this  material  achieved  the  record  income  of 
more  than  £2,0QQo 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  accord  my  very  best  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Clerk 
and  other  Officers  and  Staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation 
and  assistance  during  the  year0  I would  especially  tender  my 
very  sincere  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr0 
Crawford,  for  his  help  and  support  in  the  many  aspects  of  the 
work,  to  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Longworth, 
and  the  Health  Department  Clerk,  Miss  Parr,  for  their  loyal 
co-operation  at  all  times 0

Eighty-one  notices  on  forty-nine  properties  were  not 
complied  with  on  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  and  the 
repairs  were  carried  out  after  notification  that  legal  proceedings 
would  be  institutedo 

One  case  was  adjourned  by  the  Magistrates  Court  on  the 
repairs  having  been  commenced  in  the  interim  period  before  the 
case  was  heard  and  the  proceedings  were  withdrawn  on  completion 
of  the  worko 

The  requirements  of  thirty-six  notices  were  carried  out  in 
default  and  four  appeals  were  made  against  notices  requiring  the 
replacement  of  defective  dustbins© 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 

During  the  year  the  refuse  collection  service  has  been 
carried  on  with  three  vehicles©  The  two  Karrier  10  cubic  yard 
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side  loading  refuse  collection  vehicles  purchased  in  1948  have 
been  used  for  the  removal  of  dustbin  refuse,  and  these  wagons 
have  proved  to  be  most  efficient  and  reliable,,  The  Ford  Thames 
wagon  purchased  in  1943  has  been  used  for  the  removal  of  privy 
and  pail  refuse,  salvage  and  other  special  work., 

A weekly  collection  of  dustbin  refuse  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  holiday  periods,  and 
this  has  been  achieved  in  spite  of  the  increased  number  of 
houses  and  growth  of  the  district,,  Pails  have  also  been  emptied 
weekly  and  privies  at  intervals  of  six  to  eight  weeks. 

Whilst  the  number  of  privy  and  pail  closets  are  being 
gradually  reduced  by  conversion  to  the  water  carriage  system, 
the  removal  of  the  contents  of  these  types  of  closet  must 
remain  an  objectionable  task  for  some 'time  until  total  conversion 

can  be  achieved,. 


During  the  year  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  at  four  tips, 
situated  at  Winwick  Lane  and  Moss  Lane,  Lowtcn,  Dam  Lane, 

Golbcrne,  and  Warrington  Road,  Cuichetho  These  tips  are  adequate 
for  the  district,  and  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,, 


The  total  amount  of  refuse  dealt  with  shows  an  increase  of 
186  tons,  3 cwtSo  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year0  Although 
the  amount  of  privy  and  pail  refuse  was  reduced  by  more  than 
75  tons  due  to  the  gradual  conversion  of  this  type  of  closet  to 
the  water  carriage  system,  6,213  more  dustbins,  the  contents  of 
which  weighed  more  than  134  tons,  were  emptied  during  the  year0

One  hundred  and  twenty  dustbins  were  supplied  to  private 
houses  for  the  replacement  of  defective  bins*  thirty-one  of  which 
were  supplied  in  default  of  the  owners  having  failed  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  notices  served  under  Section  75  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936c 


Of  the  thirty-four  notices  served  under  this  section, 
appeals  were  lodged  against  the  requirements  of  the  notices  in 
four  cases©  These  appeals  were  considered  by  the  local  Magistrates 
and  in  each  case  the  appeal  was  dismissed,  the  owner  subsequently 
providing  new  dustbins  for  the  houses  concerned,. 


Fifty-seven  dustbins  were  also  renewed  at  Council  houses

\ 
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SALVAGE 


The  collection  of  salvage  has  continued  throughout  the 
year  which  proved  to  be  most  successful  from  a salvage  point  of 
view.  With  the  introduction  of  a salvage  bonus  scheme  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year,  the  amount  of  waste  paper  collected 
(142  tons  15  cwts)  was  57  tons  more  than  the  previous  year  and 
a record  total  of  waste  paper  collected  in  any  year  since  the 
salvage  scheme  was  inaugurated,. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  collections,  the  price  of 
waste  paper  reached  the  fantastic  sum  of  £16  per  ton  early  in 
the  year  and  the  total  income  of  more  than  £2,000  is  also  a 
record,  this  figure  being  more  than  four  times  the  total  income 
from  the  sale  of  all  salvage  materials  during  the  previous  year0 

The  demand  for  rags  was  similar  to  previous  years  and  a 
small  quantity  of  bottles  and  jars  were  disposed  of  although 
the  demand  for  this  type  of  salvage  was  very  limitedo  The 
recovery  of  tins  from  the  tips  was  also  recommenced  during  the 
year.

HOUSING 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts  a 
continuous  survey  of  houses  in  the  district  is  being  made,  and 
327  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year®  Of  this  number 
details  of  21  houses  were  recorded  under  the  Housing  Consolidated 
Regulations® 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  varies 
somewhat®  In  the  industrial  area  a considerable  number  of  sub- 
standard houses  built  forty  to  sixty  years  ago  require 
improvement  and  modern  amenities®  Many  houses  of  this  type 
are  also  overcrowded®  In  the  other  parts  of  the  district 
housing  conditions  are  fairly  good® 

During  the  year  it  has  only  been  possible  to  completely 
recondition  seven  houses  and  these  schemes  have  been  carried  out 
voluntarily  by  the  owners,  the  works  recorded  under  the  Housing 
Acts  being  largely  carried  out  by  this  means*  In  all  other  cases 
essential  repairs  have  been  carried  out  and  particulars  of 
other  defects  have  been  recorded  for  future  action®  Owing  to 
the  present  high  cost  of  building  repairs  and  the  difficulty 
of  complying  with  the  "reasonable  expense"  clause  of  Section  9 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  action  has  had  to  be  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  all  cases® 

Some  delay  has  been  experienced  in  getting  repairs  carried 
out  quickly  owing  to  the  shortage  of  certain  building  materials 
and  the  failure  of  contractors  to  carry  out  repairs  promptly 
after  undertaking  the  work®  In  these  cases  much  extra  work  is 
created  by  the  necessity  for  repeated  visits  to  houses  where  a 
contractor  fails  to  carry  out  repairs  in  a reasonable  time 
and  involves  unnecessary  correspondence  and  telephone  calls 
before  the  work  is  eventually  completed®  Delays  have  also  been 
caused  by  some  owners  failing  to  give  the  work  required  by 
notices  to  a contractor  until  legal  proceedings  have  been 
threatened® 

The  majority  of  these  defects  occur  in  houses  which  cannot 
be  rendered  fit  at  a reasonable  expense  and  the  constant 
attention  to  this  sub-standard  property  takes  more  of  your 
Sanitary  Inspector's  time  than  is  often  appreciated,  coupled 
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with  the  uncomfortable  fact  that  one  is  merely  touching  the 
fringe  of  this  problem  and  not  getting  down  to  the  complete 
repair  and  provision  of  modern  amenities  in  these  houses0 

Until  the  supply  of  new  houses  reaches  present  requirements 
this  problem  will  increase  year  by  year  and  it  is  not  without 
some  sense  of  frustration  that  housing  work  is  being  carried  on 
at  presento 

kn  application  was  made  for  an  improvement  grant  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1949#  in  respect  of  one  house 9 but  when  the 
owner  became  aware  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  the 
application  was  withdrawn  It  is  regretted  that  these  provisions 
are  not  being  taken  advantage  of  by  property  owners,  possibly 
owing  to  the  higher  standards  of  housing  required  and  the 
condition  that  the  house  to  be  improved  must  have  a life  of  not 
less  than  thirty  years  after  reconditioningo 

During  the  year  one  demolition  order  was  made  under  Section 
11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  a house  seriously 
damaged  by  fire  which  the  owner  failed  to  repair,  and  the 
premises  were  subsequently  demolishedo

Verminous  Houses 


During  the  year  two  Council  houses  and  four  privately 
owned  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs,  and  the 
premises  were  treated  twice  with  liquid  insecticide  containing 
DoDoT©  This  treatment  was  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department, 
and  no  cases  of  reinfestation  have  been  found© 


DRAINAGE  AND  CONVERSIONS 


During  the  year  seven  hundred  and  seventy  visits  were  made 
in  connection  with  drainage  and  closet  conversions©  In  addition 
to  fifty-one  choked  drains,  closets  and  gullies  being  cleared, 
four  defective  drains  were  repaired,  twelve  drains  were  re- 
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constructed,  entirely  and  ninety-five  additional  drains  provided, 
largely  in  connection  with  the  conversion  schemeo  Twenty-one 
ventilation  shafts  were  provided  in  connection  with  these  drains0 

Seventy-nine  privies  and  nine  pail  closets  were  converted 
to  fresh  water  closets,  and  thirteen  additional  water  closets 
were  providedo  One  privy  was  also  converted  to  a pail  closet 
as  a temporary  measure 0 These  conversions  are  less  than  half 
the  number  carried  out  during  the  previous  year  and  in  spite  of 
the  steady  progress  made  with  the  conversion  scheme  during  the 
past  four  years,  it  would  appear  that  the  number  of  conversions 
to  be  carried  out  in  the  future  under  the  voluntary  scheme  will 
rapidly  diminisho 


These  conversions  have  been  largely  undertaken  in  the 
•'owner-occupier"  type  of  house,  and  little  progress  has  been 
made  with  the  conversion  of  privy  and  pail  closets  provided  for 
small  rented  houses  and  cottages,  which  are  generally  in  a 
worse  condition  than  those  converted  from  a structural  and  san- 
itation point  of  viewo 

Whilst  it  is  appreciated  that  many  owners  of  this  type  of 
property  are  unable  to  carry  out  this  work  on  present  rents 
after  providing  for  the  execution  of  essential  repairs,  it  is 
obvious  that  this  highly  insanitary  and  objectionable  type  of 
closet  will  not  be  entirely  eliminated  until  compulsory  powers 
of  conversion  are  put  into  operation 

Under  the  present  voluntary  scheme  of  conversion  the 
Council  makes  a grant  of  £4  towards  the  cost  of  conversion, 
in  addition  to  connecting  the  existing  house  drains  to  the 
sewer  free  of  chargeQ

Of  the  number  of  animals  shown  above,  41  were  slaughtered 
at  the  private  slaughter-house  referred  to  and  the  remainder  on 
farms  and  other  premises,  many  of  the  latter  being  entirely 
unsuitable  for  the  purpose 0 


Frequent  inspection  of  butchers  and  other  food  shops,  cafes, 
restaurants,  canteens  and  all  food  preparation  premises  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year0  388  visits  were  made  for  this 
purpose  and  much  time  has  been  spent  in  advising  all  food  traders 
of  the  dangers  arising  from  the  careless  handling  of  food  in  the 
course  of  preparation,  storage  and  sale0  By  constant  pressure 
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it  has  been  possible  to  get  owners  and  employees  interested  in 
using  more  hygienic  methods  in  the  preparation  of  food  and  many 
improvements,  largely  of  a minor  character,  but  nevertheless 
important,  have  been  effected  in  the  methods  employed  in  food 
preparation  processeso 

Great  stress  has  been  placed  on  the  need  of  a high  standard 
of  personal  hygiene  for  persons  employed  in  these  trades,  and 
the  majority  of  food  handlers  fully  appreciate  this  matter  but 
unfortunately,  in  some  cases,  the  low  standard  and  constantly 
changing  type  of  labour  available  makes  this  work  of  improving 
the  standard  of  food  very  difficult  and  largely  of  a long  term 
character  In  three  cases  notices  were  served  regarding  lack  of 
cleanlinesso 

Considerable  improvements  have  also  been  effected  in 
premises  and  equipment  Several  schemes  for  the  complete  mod- 
ernisation of  food  shops  and  equipment  were  in  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  year  and  these  will  be  brought  to  fruition  in  1952c

Following  the  transfer  of  the  supervision  and  control  of 
milk  production  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
our  activities  in  this  field  have  been  restricted  to  milk 
distribution  which  is  still  the  responsibility  of  the  local 
authority® 

There  are  two  dairies  registered  in  the  district,  both  of

In  view  of  the  transfer  of  milk  production  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  milk  samples  have  been  submitted 
for  the  Tuberculosis  Test  and  Methylene  Blue  Test,  and  in  the  oase 
of  heat  treated  milk,  the  Phosphatase  Teat  for  Pasteurised  Milk 
ana  the  Turbidity  . for  Sterilised  Milk.

The  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  also  passed  the  Phosphatase 
Test  and  the  three  samples  of  Sterilised  milk  satisfied  the 
Turbidity  Test. 

Three  samples,  two  of  ungraded  milk  and  one  of  ’’Accredited" 
milk  were  found  to  contain  evidence  of  Tuberculous  infection. 

In  each  case  immediate  notification  was  sent  to  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  who  carried  out  an  examination  of  the  herd,  and  two 
cows  were  slaughtered  as  a result  of  these  investigations.  In 
one  case  the  farmer  had  removed  an  animal  for  slaughter  prior 
to  the  veterinary  examination  being  carried  out. 

One  notice  was  served  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations,  1949?  requiring  the  heat  treatment  of  the 
milk  supply  from  one  herd  during  investigation  into  the  source 
of  infection. 

Details  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  submitted  for  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test  were  referred  to  the  Milk  Production 
Officer  of  the  Lancashire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  for 
investigation  and  remedy. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  milk  samples 
taken  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year 
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ICE  CREAM 


The  premises  of  one  person  are  registered  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  ice  cream  from  a complete  cold  mix  powder0  There  is  no 
heat  treated  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  district,, 

During  the  year  a number  of  applications  were  received 
from  grocers  and  occupiers  of  small  mixed  shops  for  registration 
of  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers) 
Act,  1938,  and  6 premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre- 
packed ice  cream  only. 

The  total  number  of  vendors  of  ice  cream  is  32,  of  which 
30  sell  pre-packed  ice  cream  only.  In  addition  four  manufac- 
turers from  outside  the  district  operate  mobile  vehicles  in 
the  Golborne  Urban  District  and  retail  loose  ice  cream. 

These  premises  and  vehicles  are  inspected  regularly  and 
51  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose,  more  attention  having, 
of  course,  to  be  paid  to  the  sale  of  loose  ice  cream  than  the 
pre-packed  product. 

The  codes  of  practice  laid  down  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  for  the  manufacturer  and  various  types  of  vendor  have 
been  in  operation  during  the  year,  and  these  requirements  have 
been  carried  out  in  a very  large  measure. 

During  the  year  twenty-nine  samples  of  ice  cream  were 
submitted  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  Of  these  samples  eight 
were  of  loose  ice  cream  and  5 were  classified  as  Grade  1,  2 
as  Grade  2 and  1 as  Grade  4>  the  latter  result  being  due  to 
unsatisfactory  cooling  of  the  ice  cream  mix  after  heat  treatment 
at  premises  outside  the  district.  The  remaining  twenty-one 
samples  were  of  pre-packed  products  and  these  were  classified 
as  19  Grade  1 and  2 Grade  2.

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  relating  to  food 
sampling,  and  I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 


Under  this  Act  the  Golborne  Urban  District  is  not  a 
"local  authority"  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act,  having  a population 
of  less  than  20,000  and  responsibility  is  placed  on  the  County 
Council,  except  for  Section  38,  which  deals  with  sanitary 
conveniences,  ventilation  and  temperature  of  shops,  and  is  the 
direct  responsibility  of  the  sanitary  authority., 

Provision  is,  however,  made  for  the  delegation  of  these 
powers  and  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Council,  made 
last  year,  to  undertake  this  work  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council,  I85  Shops  Act  inspections  were  made  during  the  year, 
completing  the  survey  of  all  shops  in  the  district  commenced 
in  1950o 

These  inspections  deal  with  the  working  hours,  weekly  half 
holidays  and  intervals  for  meals  and  rest  of  all  young  persons 
employed  about  the  business  of  a shop,  and  other  provisions 
relating  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  all  shop  workers«  Details 
of  each  inspection  are  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  we  are  not  permitted  to  take  action  in  respect  of 
any  contraventions  found,  this  being  done  directly  by  the 
County  Councilo 

In  connection  with  the  sanitary  provisions  of  the  Shops 
Act,  an  additional  sanitary  convenience  was  installed  at  one 
shop  to  provide  separate  sanitary  accommodation  for  both  sexes 
employedo  In  two  cases  informal  notices  were  served  regarding 
insufficient  temperature  and  additional  heating  arrangements 
were  provided  in  these  cases.  Unsatisfactory  ventilation  was 
remedied  voluntarily  at  one  shop0 
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RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT.  19*3 


This  Act  came  into  operation  on  Isf  November,  1951,  and 
governs  the  conditions  under  which  rag  flock  is  manufactured  and 
stored,  and  controls  the  use  of  this  and  other  filling  materials 
for  upholstery  and  other  purposes0  Standards  of  cleanliness  of 
filling  materials  are  prescribed  by  Regulation  and  certain 
premises  require  to  be  registered  by  the  local  authority.. 

Three  premises  in  the  district  carrying  on  upholstery 
work  were  visited  and  in  one  case  the  premises  were  registered 
by  the  Councilo  It  is  regretted  that  the  registration  previsions 
of  the  Act  do  not  apply  to  premises  where  remaking  and  re- 
conditioning of  articles  is  arried  on0  There  are  ra®  premise®  in 
the  district  where  rag  flock  is  majuui:  act  urea. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933 

This  Act  prohibits  the  slaughtering  and  stunning  of  animals

Six  persons  are  licensed  by  the  Council  to  slaughter  under 

this  Acto 

Licences  remain  in  operation  for  a period  of  three  years, 
and  one  licence  was  renewed  during  the  year.  No  new  licences 
were  issued0 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 » places 
responsibilities  on  Local  Authorities  with  regard  to  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice.  Under  this  Act  the  Local  Authority  is 
responsible  for  ensuring  that  all  land,  including  farms,  is 
kept  free  from  rodent  infestation  and  it  has  been  necessary 
to  give  more  attention  to  the  latter  type  of  premises,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee „ 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Infestation  Division,  the  work  of  baiting  the  whole  of  the 
sewers  for  the  destruction  of  rats  was  continued  during  the  year0 

Two  treatments  of  the  sewers  in  the  Golborne  portion  of 
the  district  showed  good  results,  but  negative  results  were 
obtained  on  the  new  sewerage  system  in  Lowton,  Kenyon  and  Culcheth, 
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and  baiting  was  discontinued  after  a 10$  test  bait  had  been 
carried  out0 

The  number  of  sewer  manholes  found  to  be  infested  was  six 
on  the  first  treatment  and  four  on  the  second  treatmento  In 
view  of  the  increased  number  of  infested  manholes  found  on  the 
first  treatment  without  apparent  cause,  a thorough  inspection 
of  surface  properties  in  the  vicinity  was  carried  out  and  likely 
sources  of  infestation  were  treatedo  The  second  treatment  of 
the  sewers  indicated  the  normal  level  of  infestation,. 

The  Council °s  sewerage  disposal  works  and  refuse  tips  have 
been  baited  regularly  during  the  year  and  131  rodent  infestations 
on  surface  properties  were  also  dealt  with0 

Whilst  the  Council  have  continued  to  give  a free  service 
for  the  treatment  of  rodent  infestations  found  on  dwelling 
houses,  a charge  has  been  made  for  treating  business  premises 
on  the  basis  of  the  actual  cost  of  labour,  bait  and  poisons, 
plus  20$o  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  Statutory 
Notices  under  the  Act,  the  co-operation  of  the  public  being 
readily  obtained  in  this  work  by  informal  notification,. 

The  total  number  of  infestations  found  and  treated  during 
the  year  show  some  increase  over  the  previous  year,  but  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  severity  and  extent  of  the  various 
types  of  infestation  has  been  considerably  reduced,,

The  high  number  of  infestations  found  on  dwelling  houses 
was  to  some  extent  due  to  the  keeping  of  poultry  in  yards  and 
other  unsuitable  places,  although  some  improvement  was  noted 
in  this  respect  when  compared  with  previous  years,  due  to  the 
smaller  numbers  of  poultry  now  being  kepi„ 

One  part  time  rodent  operative  is  employed  on  the  above

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 


During  the  year  six  applications  were  made  for  licences  to 
place  caravans  on  land  in  the  district  for  permanent  living 
purposeso  In  three  cases  licences  were  granted  for  a period  of 
one  year  where  the  site  and  amenities  were  satisfactory  and  the 
remaining  applications  were  refused  due  to  the  proposed  sites 
being  unsui table 0 The  licences  of  two  existing  caravans  were 
renewed  for  a further  period  of  one  year  but  these  vans  were 
later  removed  to  other  sites  outside  the  districto 

In  all  cases  the  caravans  licenced  have  been  of  the  modern 
trailer  caravan  type  stationed  on  separate  sites,  ana  sanitary 
accommodation,  readily  accessible  water  supply  and  adequate 
paving  around  the  caravan  and  approach  have  been  provided  in 
accordance  with  conditions  imposed  on  each  licenceo 

In  addition,  five  travelling  caravans  were  dealt  with  and 
these  subsequently  moved  out  of  the  district  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  period  permitted  in  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  19360 

Twenty-two  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work 
during  the  year0

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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


Pollution  of  Millingford  Brook  by  sewage  matter  from  the 
Ashton-in-Makerfield  district  still  continues  and  portions  of 
the  brook  have  to  be  cleaned  out  periodically  and  the  sludge 
removed,,  There  has  been  a steady  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
sewage  matter  entering  other  ditches  and  streams  by  the  connection 
of  house  drains  to  the  sewerso 

ANIMAL  DESTRUCTION  CENTRE 

The  Council  have  established  an  Animal  Destruction  Centre 
at  the  rear  of  the  Council  Offices,  Lowton,  for  the  destruction 
of  unwanted  domestic  animalso  A modern  dual  purpose  electrocution 
chamber  is  in  operation  and  for  a nominal  charge  cats  and  dogs 
are  instantaneously  and  painlessly  destroyed,  a service  which 
is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  publico  During  the  year  32  dogs 
and  14  cats  have  been  destroyedo  The  carcases  are  removed  and 
properly  disposed  of®

Whilst  the  extreme  emission  of  smoke  shown  above  is 
similar  to  previous  years,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average 
amount  of  smoke  emitted  is  slightly  more  than  last  year  and 
whilst  this  may  not  be  serious  it  is  a trend  in  the  wrong 
direction 

The  co-operation  of  the  principle  firms  in  the  district  is 
readily  obtained  on  all  matters  of  smoke  abatement  and  fuel 
economy0 

Poor  and  unsuitable  fuel,  particularly  in  the  winter 
months,  continues  to  cause  some  concern  to  operators  of  boiler 
plant  in  the  district  and  although  the  labour  position  has 
improved  somewhat  there  is  still  some  difficulty  in  obtaining 
the  right  type  of  labour  for  this  worko 

The  Council  have  continued  to  be  members  of  the  Manchester 
and  District  Eegional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  and  courses  of 
instruction  have  been  arranged  for  local  firemen  and  stokers  in 
co-operation  with  the  Regional  Committees 

Although  our  efforts  have  been  concerned  with  industrial 
smoke,  domestic  smoke  is  responsible  for  much  more  atmospheric 
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pollution  than  the  public  generally  realize  and  it  is  unfortun- 
ate that  so  little  encouragement  is  given  to  the  use  of  smokeless 
fuels  in  domestic  grateso 

The  attention  of  the  responsible  authority  was  drawn  to 
the  burning  spoilbank  of  newly  deposited  material  near  the 
boundary  of  the  district  with  the  Borough  of  Leigh  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  yearG
